1. On 25 April North Korean army tank strength was slightly in excess of 400.4 
There were about 160 tanks in P'yongyang and vicinity. 


2, The 105 Armored Division left Manp'ojin in mid-February for Kaego-dong 
(126-23, 41-05) (BA-8051).. From Kaego-dong 500 tanks! moved southward toward 
Bukch'on (125-37, 39-24) (¥D-2564) vie —Biich'on (126-16, 40-10) (BU-6749) and 
Kunmo-ri (125-53, 39-42) (yD-1'798). 


3. In early April 120 tanks from this group proceeded to the area of Simeh'ton 
(126-30, 36-34) (BT-8271) and Hwasan-ni (125-4, 38-36) (¥C-3876). Ata later 
date 120 more tanks were dispersed in the same general area. These 240 tanks 


eo were further moved to the Pongsan (125-50, 38-31) (yc-4767) - Madong 

25X11 (125-52, 38-28) (Y¥C-5061) area and were dispersed in groups of seven to ten. 

25X4 Phe tanks were well concealed and no training was taking place. Twelve Soviet 
advisers assigned to the original 500 tanks remained in Sukch'on.
